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Connally pleads with labor 


to follow Nixon economy plan 


WASHINGTON (UPI »—Treasury 
Secretary John B. Connally Jr. said 
today the government will retain 
final authority over wage and price 
decisions made by the new boards 
created 
by President Nixon to 
oversee economic controls when the 
wage-price freeze ends. 
At 
a 
nationwide 
radio 
and 
television 
news 
conference. 
Connally 
appealed 
to 
labor 
to 
cooperate with Nixon' ‘phase II" 
operations. He said the fight against 
inflation would be made “ extremely 
d ifficult 
without 
labor' 
participation. 
But on the sticky point of whether 
the 
15-member 
Pay 
Board 
composed 
equally 
of 
representatives 
of 
labor, 
man­ 
agement and the public, will have 
final authority over wage decisions. 
Connally said it would not. 
“ The government is going to 
continue to be in the picture," he 
said 
Labor 
has 
withheld 
its 
endorsement of Nixon's program on 
that very point. It wants the Pay 
Board to have total authority over 
what size pay increases will be 
allowed American workers during 
the period the government will seek 
to cut the rate of inflation in half, 
down to 2 to 3 per cent bv the end of 
1972. 
Connally said that if either the 
Pay Board or the seven-member 
Price 
Commission, 
composed 
entirely of public members, allow 
“ patently exhorbitant" increases in 
prices and wages, “ at that point we 
would lock horns. " 
Even though the government will 
retain the final say-so, Connally 
said, he did not expect it to exercise 
such authority. 
He stressed that the boards would 
have the power to make all case-bv- 
case decisions without appeal to any 
agency other than the courts. But he 
said the government would retain 
veto power over the board's deci­ 
sions. 
Nixon 
laid 
out 
the 
broad 
framework of his program before 
the American people, but he passed 
along to the new citizens board the 
key 
decisions 
on 
the 
size 
of 
permissible 
wage 
and 
price 
increases. 
Connally appealed directly 
to 
George Meany, president ot the 
AFL-CIO, to join the Pay Board 
“ His presence on the board would 
contribute a great deal." he said 
Connally 
used 
conciliatory 
language, saying Meany —who has 
been relentless in his criticism of 
the wage-price freeze —certainly 
“ has the interest of the working 
people of the country at heart. " 
He 
said 
neither 
Meany 
nor 
President Nixon want “ to control 
the economy," arguing the job 
should be left to the boards. 
It may be as long as live weeks 
before workers, businessmen and 
consumers get answers to the 
questions that concern them most: 
“ How much will wages increase?" 
and “ what will happen to prices'" 
Nixon in a national television and 
radio broadcast, announced creation 
of a 15-member pay board with 
representatives 
of 
labor, 
management and the general public.

The boards have until Nov. 13 
—when the wage-price-rent freeze 
expires —to lay down guidelines for 
pay 
and

Administration officials said the 


membership ot the boards would be 
announced in a few days.

wage-price 
freeze,

previously announced, remains in 
effect until ov. 13. 
"The wage-price freeze has been 
remarkably 
successful. 
Nixon 
said. “ The primary credit for the 
success of this first step in the tight 
against rising prices belongs to you. 


it belongs to the American people. It 
is you who have shown a willingness 
to 
cooperate 
in 
the 
campaign 
against inflation." 
Officials said Nixon s objective 
was to reduce the annual rate of 
increase in the cost of living to 
between 2 and 3 per cent by the end 
ot next year, about half of the pre- 
ti eeze level ot 4.7 per cent.

Committeeman 'works' at ecology 


(Editor’s Note: 
The following 
article is based on conversations 
with one of the appointees to Mayor 
Arthur Scott’s new five-member 
recycling committee. Other stories 
will delve into the views of the other 
members.)

When Mayor Arthur Scott named 
five private citizens to a committee 
to 
explore 
the 
recycling 
of 
movement, 
he 
brought 
city 
government into the ecology effort 
more directly than ever before. 
The committee is composed of 
Bruce Sharpe, Jean Jacoby, Art 
Heinrich, Marge Adam and Don 
Hinderliter 
All 
are 
known 
participants 
in 
the 
ecology 
movement. 
Hinderliter is an Air Force major, 
father of two children, a homeowner 
and one of the stalwarts of the 
recycling effort for the past year 
and 
a 
half 
On 
weekends 
he 
participates with a handful of other 
activists in breaking glass bottles 
into bits, smashing aluminum cans 
to compress them into smaller 
space prior to recycling; and in the 
collection ot old newspapers for 
processing 
in 
the 
recycling 
program. He feels it s untortunate 
that only a traction of the solid 
waste is being recycled 
Hinderliter bases his effort on the 
deep conviction that the earth's 
resources are limited and that time 
is running out for the present 
population 
He sees the recycling of glass, 
metals and newspapers as a triple 
threat in the ecology tight: It helps 
conserve our natural resources, 


reduces pollution and lowers the 
cost of solid waste disposal. 


Hinderliter feels he has described 
the problem to his own satisfaction 
and 
now 
seeks 
solutions: 
immediate, intermediate and long 
range. 
He 
sees 
the 
need 
for 
pilot 
programs manned by increasing 
numbers of volunteers and geared 
with industry and the community at 
large. In the short haul the effort 
would reduce the amount of solid 
waste bound for the city's landfill 
southwest of the city; and cut back 
the municipal cost of hauling the 
waste 
from 
the 
community's 
collective doorstep. 


Beyond that point, Hinderliter 
feels legislative bodies have to 
provide laws and policies that will 
directly aid the effort. For example 
laws could in hts view militate 
against the throwaway bottle; make 
it profitable to recycle junk autos, 
refrigerators, washing machines, 
television sets and metals. There 
also might be an effort to discourage 
the use of plastics — materials that 
do not readily dissolve in the soil. 
His views are strong. They are his 
personal views, but they are in 
concert with a growing segment of 
an aroused citizenry. 
The new committee is expected to 
hold its first meeting soon. 


Calif (U P I» -A killer brush tire had chewed up 4.500 
acres of brushland seven miles east of Santa Barbara by midmorning today 
and firefighters said there was no end in sight 
Three U.S. Forest Service workers and a bulldozer operator were burned 
to death, trapped in a firestorm, and two others were injured Thursday 
night. 
Officials said the blaze, which was 70 per cent contained, was raging out 
of control on the east flank and “ there's no end in sight We have no 
estimate of when total containment will come. 
The flames crossed two canyons during the night, but the fire was burning 
away from populated areas and no more structures were in danger. 


The dead were reported trapped in their vehicles. The two injured men, 
identified as Gerald Hotchkiss. 24. Summerland, and Leonard Kaiser, 43, 
Santa Barbara, were listed in good condition 


They were working on the line 
when an ember from the flareup 
blew behind them. It started a 
second fire which went up the slope 
and got them." a U.S. Forest 
Service spokesman said. 
The victims were among 1.000 
men battling the blaze which broke 
out 
Wednesday, 
leveled 
seven 
expensive homes one mile north of 
this seaside community, threatened 
dozens of others and forced 100 
families to evacuate. 
The spokesman said the victims 
were working on one of the last lines 
to control 
the tire which was 
believed touched off by an arsonist. 
About 14 other members ot the 
victim 's 
crew 
were 
in 
the 
immediate area but the flames 
bypassed them. 
Fire officials said the blaze was 
burning only on one front and a 
massive effort was being made to 
starve it from the dense brush with 
tire lines. 
When 
the 
blaze 
erupted 
Wednesday afternoon in Los Padres 
National Forest, 100 families were 
evacuated from their homes in the 
Hidden Valley Lane housing tract. 
At that time the fire was driving 
toward homes on the outskirts of 
this 
small 
seaside 
community 
whipped along by hot dry winds. 
Smoke rolled to the ocean seven 
miles away and the flames were 
visible in Santa Barbara. 
Seven persons were injured, six of 
them firemen who suffered minor 
burns. 
James 
Buchanan. 
74. 
suffered burns on the upper part of 
his body as he ran from his burning 
home. 
Meanwhile

Forest 
Service said in San Francisco that 
more than 
2 million acres of 
national 
forests 
in 
Southern 
California may be closed because of 
the extreme fire hazards. All forest 
service employes in the West were 
placed on alert for possible new 
outbreaks.

Bridges acted as U.S. marshals 
served him with a back-to-work 
order issued by a federal judge 
under the Tatt-Hartley Act, which 
calls for an 80-day “ cooling off" 
period in the walkout. 
Picket lines remained up in West 
Coast 
ports, 
however, 
until 
scheduled union meetings today, 
after which it was expected that 
maintenance, 
equipment 
and 
supervisory personnel would move 
toward the resumption of work “ as 
of the first shift Saturday." 
But it was likely to be weeks or 
even longer before operations were 
back to normal at the 24 West Cost 
ports. 


Jobless 
rate 
down 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -Un­ 
employment decreased slightly 
from 6.1 to 6 per cent in 
September, the first full month 
under President Nixon’s new 
economic policies, the govern­ 
ment said today. 


During the same period, the 
total number of persons with 
jobs increased by 325.000 to an 
all-time high of 79.5 million 
after seasonal adjustment for 
the return to school by students 
who had joined the work force 
during the summer 


Administration 
spokesmen 
said the report “ provides some 
basis for cheer.” But organized 
labor was quick to label the 
report as an example of the 
failure of Nixon's program to 
stimulate employment. 


A spokesman for the AFL-CKJ 
said the continued high rate of 
unemployment “ proves exactly 
what we've been saying —that 
the President's new economic 
program makes no contribution 
toward solving unemployment ."

Labor charges 'doublecross'

Congressional reaction to Nixon's speech generally was 
favorable, however, although two senators said the 
President should have attacked unemployment with the 
same tervor he showed for holding down wages and prices.

by leading a c l u b from 
dummy. If East didn’t hold 
both king and queen he could 
keep him out of the lead and 
develop his ninth trick.

Phillips

league manager to lose his job at the 
conclusion of the 1971 season in 
which his Angels finished four after 
having been pegged as the top 
contender in the American League 
W HT. 
The Angels indicated they would 
like to be represented at the World 
Series by a manager who could 
survey coaching talent drawn to the 
baseball gathering for the series. 
In 
hiring 
Phillips, 
the 
second 
California field boss, the Angels 
released his coaching staff as well. 
The possibility also existed that 
the Angels would be looking for a 
replacement for general manager 
Dick Walsh at Baltimore and the 
leading candidate was host Orioles 
director 
of 
player 
development, 
Harry Dalton. 
Significantly, the announcement 
of Phillips' firing was made jointly 
by

board chairman Gene 
Autry 
and

Reynolds: with Walsh not a party to 
the decision.

MEDELLIN, Colombia — 
(NEA)—Like Banquo, the 
ghost of Thomas Richard 
Malthus r e f u s e s to disap­ 
pear. In his famous Essay 
on Population, published in 
1798, M a l t h u s condemned 
the majority of mankind to 
a life of permanent hunger 
and poverty. Man, Malthus 
contended, multiplies faster 
than he can produce the 
means for his subsistence: 
Hence widespread suffering 
is an inevitability. 
Through the years, many 
philosophers and economists 
have taken issue with Mal­ 
thus’ gloomy prognosis, most 
insisting that science and 
technology will ultimately 
enable man to avoid his Mal­ 
thusian 
destiny. 
Yet, 
the 
fact remains that nearly two 
centuries later, most people 
on the earth live as Malthus 
said they would—in lives 
circumscribed by poverty, 
hunger and suffering. 
“The tragedy,” observes 
physicist Carl Hodges, the 
director of the University of 
Arizona Environmental Re­ 
search Laboratory, “is that 
much of this suffering is un­ 
necessary. Theoretically, we 
could produce 10 times the 
amount of food we’re pro­ 
ducing today. We have the 
k n o w l e d g e . We have the 
technology. But it’s more 
than a technological prob­ 
lem.” 
As it happens, more and 
more scientists, government 
officials 
and 
businessmen 
are now t h i n k i n g along 
these same lines, viewing 
hunger not so much as a 
purely technological prob­ 
lem but in a context shaped 
by social, political and or­ 
ganizational considerations. 
“The time has come to 
take a close look at where 
we’re 
headed,” 
says 
An­ 
thony E. Cascino, executive 
vice-president of I n t e r n a - 
tional Minerals and Chemi­ 
cals, whose chief product, 
chemical fertilizer, has been 
one of the key ingredients 
in the so-called “Green Rev- 


0 1 u t i 0 n”—the remarkable 
upsurge in agricultural pro­ 
duction over the past 10 
years. 
“Up to now,” he goes on, 
“we’ve been so overwhelmed 
by the problem of just get­ 
ting out enough food to feed 


starving people, we haven’t 
c o n c e r n e d ourselves with 
long-range plans. O.K., now 
we nave some time. We can 
start t h i n k i n g about the 
quality of diet and of mak­ 
ing other changes in social 
and political institutions that 
will nelp people live a better 
life. But we can only solve 
one problem at a time. And 
I think it’s important that 
we remember that it’s going 
to take time.” 
Time, indeed, is the prob­ 
lem today—specifically the 
lack of it in many Asian, Af- 
r i c a n and Latin-American 
countries, where the impov- 
verished m a s s e s are now 
clamoring for a better way 
of life—not just more food, 
but better housing, medical

Unless the 
advantages of recent advances filter down to millions of 
small farm ers such as these in India threshing by hand as 
their ancestors have done for centuries, the agricultural 
revolution may not long remain green. 


care, education and. finally, 
employment. 
And while it is fashion­ 
able in many of these coun­ 
tries to blame the plight of 
the masses on the existing 
political and economic in­ 
stitutions, it is an unfortu­ 
nate fact of life that, regard­ 
less of the political and eco­ 
nomic systems, many of the 
developing c o u n t r i e s are 
simply too poor to deal real­ 
istically with the problems 
they now face. 
The big challenge through­ 
out the developing world to­ 
day isn’t so much feeding 
hungry people—although it 
is still, of course, a priority 
—but development 
itself— 
economic and social prog­ 
r e s s , self-sufficiency. And 
one of the problems at pres­ 
ent is that many people are 
in conflict as to how this de­ 
velopment process should be 
nourished. 
One school of t h o u g h t 
holds that, before you can 
start talking about economic 
growth, you must first re­ 
vamp the political and social 
i n s t i t u t i o n s that may. in 
fact, be the very causes of 
the problem. 
The o t h e r s c h o o l of 
thought holds that, if you 
spend too much time worry­ 
ing about social reform, you 
ignore the basic problem: 
strengthening the national 
economy, which, in turn, en­ 
ables the government to pro­ 
vide the expanded housing, 
medical and educational fa­ 
cilities, etc. 
One interesting program 
today is under way in Co­ 
lombia, which is seeking to 
c o m b i n e both schools of 
thought and has embarked 
on a plan designed to sweep 
the poor, subsistence farm er 
into the mainstream of the 
country’s economy. “What 
the government is doing,” 
says Colombia’s vice-minis­ 
ter of agriculture, Tomas 
Lopez, “ is making available 


to the small farm er the re­ 
sources he needs—the credit, 
the p r i c e guarantees, the 
markets—to prosper on his 
own. This way, we increase 
our production and make 
life better tor our people at 
the same tim e.” 
It is much too early, of 
course, to evaluate the Co­ 
lombian approach to devel­ 
opment but its significance 
lies in its official intention to 
counter the Malthusian prog­ 
nosis on its own terms. 
Observes T o m a s Lopez, 
“The reason that so many 
people on earth live such 
w r e t c h e d 
i.s not be­ 


cause there is not enough 
wealth in the world to sup­ 
port them, and not because 
they are destined to live this 
sort of life, but because gov­ 
ernment and private enter­ 
prise has neglected them. 
And so people in one part of 
the world go hungry, and 
people somewhere else have 
too much to eat. I’m not say­ 
ing we have the answers, 
but we are looking for solu­ 
tions. This alone is reason 
for optimism.”

The business machine and 
computer manufacturing in­ 
dustry is described as one of 
the front runners of Amer­ 
ican industrial growth. 
As noted by Irving Phillips 
in the U S. Labor Depart­ 
ment’s Occupational Outlook 
Quarterly, 
t h e 
industry’s 
employment has multiplied 
steadily since World War II, 
growing from approximately 
133,000 workers in 1958 to 
more than a quarter of a 
million in 1970. 
Phillips says expectations 
are that the past growth of 
the industry is prologue to 
a continued expansion re­ 
quiring thousands of new 
workers annually during the 
1970s. 
The industry makes prod­ 
ucts r a n g i n g from ultra­ 
sophisticated electronic com­ 
puters at the heart of the 
s p a c e program to type­ 
writers. 
calculators, 
time- 
clocks. dictating and dupli­ 
cating machines, and weigh­ 
ing devices. 
Collectively, of c o u r s e , 
t h e s e products symbolize 
the extent of technological 


advances 
in 
the industry 
since first efforts toward 
commercial 
production 
of 
r u d i m e n t a r y calcula­ 
tors, cash registers and type­ 
writers in the latter half of 
the 19th century. 
In 1970 the industry’s 280,- 
000 employes worked in 700 
plants, and two thirds of 
t h e s e workers were em ­ 
ployed in the manufacture 
of c o m p u t e r equipment, 
which accounted for more 
than half of the industry’s 
production. The other th ird - 
minus a small percentage 
making scales and weighing 
devices — produced conven­ 
tional office machines. 
In addition to manufactur­ 
ing computers and peripher­ 


al equipment, the plants in 
this industry also furnish the 
“software,” computer pro­ 
grams and operating sys­ 
tems needed by customers 
for the effective use of com­ 
puters. Thousands of addi­ 
tional people are employed 
by software firms, computer 
leasing companies anil re­ 
lated computer service es­ 
tablishments.

Dear Dr. Lamb — Read 
your article on low blood 
pressure. 
You stated it is 
usually harmless. 
My hus­ 
band had a stroke and he 
had 
low 
blood 
pressure. 
Since then, 
his heartbeat 
never goes below 110 and 
usually is 120. Still low pres­ 
sure. If he does work with 
any strain, he has a very 
uneven beat, with pain in 
the chest. 
Also, he gets 
shaky. 
I wish you would 
comment on this. 
He also 
has a nervous condition and 
his left arm will shake if he 
does much labor. 
He has been told to cut 
down on his activity. 
Stay 
out of crowded places. Any 
comment would be appreci­ 
ated. He is 52 now and was 
50 when he had the stroke. 


Dear Reader—I doubt your 
husband’s stroke was re­ 
lated to his low blood pres­ 
sure. 
In reviewing my col­ 
umn on low blood pressure, 
I see I pointed out that low 
blood pressure as part of a 
serious disease like tubercu­ 
losis. Shock or heart failure 
was something else again. 
It is true that individuals 
with 10 w blood pressure 
without any apparent illness 
live longer in better health 
than other individuals. Your 
husband has additional prob­ 
lems. 
Pain in the chest with 
exertion 
and 
a persistent 
fast heart rate suggest there 
may 
be 
more 
difficulties 
than just a stroke. A per­ 
sistent fast heart rate is not 
normal. 


He should have a careful 
evaluation 
of his cardiac 
status and possibly a thor­ 
ough evaluation for overac­ 
tive thyroid or other endo­ 
crine abnormalty or anemia. 
A person who had a stroke 
two years ago should no 
longer have this type of 
problem 
unless 
there 
is 
something else, too. 
Dam­ 
age to parts 
of the central 
nervous system can cause 
changes in the blood pres­ 
sure and heart rate, but 
these should not be present 
while your husband is rest­ 
ing, lying down 


Dear Dr. Lamb—I read in 
the paper about the person 
who doesn’t like being five 
feet tall. I would like to be 
five feet tall instead of five 
feet and a quarter inch. 
I 
would rather be an even 
height. 
I like being short 
though. 
I am shorter than 
guys. 1 am 21 also. I am a 
girl who feels it is great to 
be short, be proud of it, 
I 
think people should accept 
their height, whether short 
or tall. 


Dear Reader — That’s a 
good attitude, and “guys” 
often like little girls. Guys, 
however, like to think of 
themselves as “big. power­ 
ful. he-men” so they become 
little Napoleons. It is too 
bad, too, since there are so 
many better ways a man can 
show s t r e n g t h , character 
and ability. You are right— 


people should he happy with 
their height. If you are short, 
there isn’t much you can do 
about it anyway, so enjoy it. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — I have 
read in two health maga­ 
zines 
recently 
concerning 
lecithin and both state it is a 
soya bean product. 
It is 
helpful in breaking up fats 
in the blood stream and also 
good for the nerves. 
This 
conflicts with your comment 
that lecithin is an unsatur­ 
ated fat found in egg yolk 
and brain. Your advice was 
to forget it. 
Are there dif­ 
ferent kinds of lecithin? 
Is 
this soya bean product ad­ 
visable? 
My husband is 30 pounds 
overweight and has a cho­ 
lesterol problem. 
He’s al­ 
ways tired and every time 
he lifts a finger he puffs. He 
has tried many diets to no 
avail. When tensions mount 
—especially at work — he 
heads for the slot machine 
for food. 
He thought per­ 
haps this lecithin would help 
to break up some of the fats. 
I 
am 
really 
concerned 
about my 
husband. 
I’ve 
watched the food here at 
home, but it’s his habits at 
work 
and 
also 
weekends 
that are doing the damage. 
What’s your comment? 
Dear Reader—There are a 
variety of substances of sim­ 
ilar chemical composition to 
the lecithin found in egg 
yolks and brain that are 
grouped with the lecithins. 
The compound you mention 
is probably one (an unsatu­ 
rated fat). 
Unfortunately, none of the 
polyunsaturated fats, or vita­ 
mins eliminate obesity. Only 
two things work, eating fewer 
calories or using more by 
activity. 
In some cases polyunsat­ 
urated fats like corn oil and 
safflower oil lower choles­ 
terol. Fish oil frequently is 
even more effective. 
How­ 
ever, they are often useless 
unless the person controls 
obesity. I am skeptical that 
any dietary procedure will 
work if the body fat is not 
controlled. Don’t count on 
lechithin to do that. 
Technically, lecithin is a 
“phospholipid” — an unsatu­ 
rated fat containing phos­ 
phorous. 
It has been sug­ 
gested that individuals with 
increased phospholipids in 
the blood have less fatty- 
cholesterol deposits in the 
arteries. This is where the 
idea comes from that leci­ 
thin “breaks up fats.” Even 
if this is true there is no evi­ 
dence that eating phospho­ 
lipids will produce a favor­ 
able effect unless obesity is 
corrected. 
Often the husband’s “away 
from home” habits defeat 
the wife’s efforts to help him 
control his weight. Prevent­ 
ing 
obesity 
is 
something 
each person must do for 
himself. Even so, the right 
eating habits at home do 
help. 
Perhaps you can en­ 
courage his interest in less- 
caloric foods, like snacking 
on apples or other fresh fruit 
or encourage him to exer­ 
cise by walking with him.

Industrial spies 


WASHINGTON (NEAi 
What cam e out clearly in the 
British expulsion ot 105 Soviet spies 
is the exterft to which Moscow is 
engaged in industrial espionage. 
Among the ousted men reportedly 
were 50 specialists or specialist 
groups, 
boring 
in 
on 
separate 
industries, 
particularly computer 
softwear, air frames and electronics 
system s. 
In these highly technical tields, ol 
course, the line between military 
and industrial use is thin 


A radar can be 
used for com m er­ 
cial airports or for 
monitoring 
enemy 
m issile shots. E lec­ 
tronic system s are 
as useful in tanks as 
in industrial produc­ 
tion processes. 


But the evidence is that Soviet 
industry (along with the military) is 
lagging badly in current expansion 
program s 
because 
of 
grave 
w eak n esses 
in 
sop histicated 
c o m p u t e r , 
e l e c t r o n i c 
and 
petrochemical development. 
Studies made here with National 
Science Foundation support detail 
how 
very 
far 
behind 
Russian 
industry is in these areas. 
Soviet industrial espionage is not 
new. 
Back in the 1930s the Russians 
made strong efforts in Germany and 
in 
Sweden 
to 
spy 
out 
new 
develop m en ts 
in 
metallurgy, 
especially in furnace design for the 
production of ferrous metals. 
Soviet agents have been caught 
from time to time since while 
attempting 
to 
ferret 
out 
other 
industrial secrets. The most recent 
pre-London case was in January. 


when the first secretary of the 
Soviet em bassy in West Germany 
was sent home for scientific and 
technical espionage. 
Just the month before, a Russian 
official was ousted from Argentina 
tor spying in industrial installations. 
There is reason to believe the 
Soviet agents (along with some 
considerable bungling) are quire 
successful in this type of espionage 
worldwide 
They can move in under the guise 
ot commercial missions. They can 
operate through nationals of other 
nations brought onto their payroll in 
a wide number of countries around 
the world Technicians like to talk to 
other 
technicians, 
regardless of 
what country they are from. And 
especially technicians like to talk to 
other technicians who want to learn 
from them. 
The 
Russians 
subscribe 
to 
thousands of technical magazines in 
the developed nations and use this 
information 
to 
pinpoint 
their 
objectives — the firms most expert 
in the lines they want to penetrate, 
and the officials, 
scientists and 
engineers in those firms with the 
knowledge they want to have. 
Since Soviet agents specialize in 
gathering personal data about men 
who might be useful to them, they 
garner

human weakness with the diligence

a 
security officer or a bill 
collector. It is hot difficult to find 
one key person m any company who 
has something in his past that he 
wants to hide 
It may not be a 
kingpin scientist But it could be his 
office bov, his secretary, wife, best 
friend, or the man who sweeps out 
his office 
This 
worldwide 
industrial 
espionage setup explains why the 
Uni ted 
S t a t e s 
m u s t 
spend 
considerably more on research than 


standards heretofore known. 
It would be as good for Wallace, 
Jackson or anybody else running in 
Florida if one of them, instead of 
Muskie, were the statewide vote 
victor. 
For Florida, now read Indiana, 
W i s c o n s i n , 
M a r y l a n d 
and 
Tennessee. No matter how close the 
district delegate split, the statewise 
winner in Indiana will pick up 17 at- 
large votes, in Wisconsin an extra 14 
votes, in Tennessee 11 votes. The 
present Maryland formula gives the 
statewide victor vittually nothing 
additional. But those figures in the 
other listed states suggest some 
candidate is going to get a winning 
delegate margin which will make 
the much-abused word "standoff 
look silly. 
So — 
indecisive results seem 
highly improbable in at least four of 
the five binding primaries discussed 
here. 
Next, take the two proportional 
representation 
states 
— 
New 
Mexico (16 elected delegates, plus 
the usual two extras) and North 
Carolina (62, plus two). 
In New 
Mexico, the 16 will be divided be 
ween just the two top presidential 
votegetters. In North Carolina, the 
62 will be split among the top four 
bidders, but among less than four if 
any of those get less than 15 per cent 
of the statewide total. Hence again, 
inconclusive standoffs do not appear 
likely.
